Metropolitan Edison company o f­ 
ficials said there appeared to be no 
particular reason why the two feed­ 
er lines burned through at the pole. 
The "dead" sections of wire, beyond 
the burned-through section, fell into 
a tree. The wires burned through 
a foot from the pole, leaving the 
“live'’ end attached. 


Two other feeder wires were not 
affected and continued to give power

He did not say how m uch new 
revenue he w anted or from w hat 
kind of taxes, leaving tho e details 
to later special messages. 
M uch of his address was concerned 
w ith th e grave in tern atio n al situ a ­ 
tion and he appealed to th e legis­ 
lators; "I ask the Congress for unity 
in these crucial days." The P resi­ 
dent said the th re a t "of world con­ 
quest" by Russia is “a total th reat 
and the danger is a com m on d a n ­ 
ger." 
IO Point Program 
T hen he w ent on to say: "W e are 
preparing for full w ar-tim e m obiliza­ 
tion, if that should be necessary. 
And we are continuing to build a 
strong and growing economy, able 
to m ain tain w hatever effort m ay tx1 
required for as long us necessary." 
Mr. T rum an subm itted a ten-point 
legislative program calling for: 
"F irst, appropriations for our m ili­ 
tary build-up. 
"Second, extension and revision of 
the Selective Service Act. 
"T hird, m ilitary aud econom ic aid 
to help build up the stren g th of the 
free world. 
"F ourth, revision and extension

Some of tile T rum an ad m in istra­ 
tion’s big social and welfare pro­ 
posals will have to be deferred at 1 
the new session of Congress in th e 
interests of bipartisan agreem ent on 
legislation to m eet the international 
em ergency, R epresentative Jam es F 
Lind of York believes, according to j 
news reports from W ashington.

In potting a house plant place 
an inch or so of broken crocks or 
coarse cinders in the bottom of the 
pot and over this a layer of rough 
leaves or moss to prevent the soil 
being washed down.
